This suit. Involving the stupendous 


amount given above, Includes all the 
property bounded by Nuuanu stream as 
far as Pacific Heights; thence across 
the foothills to Lunalilo Home, thence 
in a straight line to the ocean, the 
fourth. sMe foeinff th,e ocean .shore to 
ihe' mouth of • Nuuanu'stream. When 
the suit was begun a dozen years ago 


. ;the property was valuable, but has ad- 
• vanced in value ten-fold since 
then. 


At that time there were no Imposing 
"business blocks. Now there are six- 
story buildings, magnificent structures 
in course 'of erection, public Improve- 
ments, both Territorial and Federal, 
which have caused real estate in the 
^business and residence sections as well, 
Included in the suit, to rise in value, 
until a conservative estimate placed 
thereon yesterday, gave it an aggre- 
gate vale of at least $50,000,000. 


The case is that of Keliiahomui, de- 


ceased, whose wlil was filed in tie Cir- 
cuit Court in 1855. a.The action by Kaae 
Tvas brought before Chief Justice Judd 
«on June 25, 1890. Hia, petition gave the 
' following information: That he was the 
.-executor. of the -estate-of. Kamekaoal- 
arii Nahlml and one of the heirs of 
Keellihonui, w,ho died on or abOat June 
23, ISiS. The old petition now om file in 
She Circuit Court contains the Informa- 
tion that the will or document was 
filed by one L. Haalelea with the peti- 
tion that the document was the last 
-will and testament of the said Kelii- 
faonui, and praying that the same 
might be admitted to probate as such. 
The petitioner stated upon Information 
and belief that the paper admitted to 
probate was not the last will and testa- 
ment, but that it was a forged instru- 
ment, and was made or forged by the 
said L. Haalelea, long after the death 
of Kelllhonui, and but a few days be- 
fore its presentation 
to the court. 


Kaae- claims that the signature »f the 
deceased was forged to the paper, as 
we41 as the body of the instrument. He 
also makes the allegation that evidence 
has been produced that there never was 
a will and that the same was not sign- 
ed by any of the witnesses until a long 
time after the death of Keliihonui. He 
alleges that Haalelea was admitted to 
testify contrary to all rules of evi- 
dence: that said paper was admitted to 
probate on the testimony of the sub- 
Frribingr witness who did not see the 
deceased sign It, and did not hear him 
acknowledge It and the contents he did 
not know. The contention is made that 
no will was ever found. The petitioner 
said the estate was of great value and 
thai it had all passed Into the hands 
of L. Haalelea. 


In showing his qualifications to bring 


the snH. the petitioner stated that Ke- 
lllhonul died leaving surviving him his 
widow, Kekanonohl. who 
afterwards 


married L. Haalelea. and 
gke died

of Senator George R. Carter, If the rec- 
ctnni-ndationp of the committee ap- 
pointed yesterday to consider and re- 
port upon the matter are permitted to 
lead. After giving long and thorough 
consideration t'j the proposition yes- 
terday afternoo.i it was decided by the 
three men chosen for the service that 
such a course was not «dviAab}e. :

send on some person commissioned to ' •The 
see the President and set before him 
all that he should know as to the sit- 
uation. 


During the. talks it was shown that

members present was that there will 
be a successor to Governor Dole ap- 
pointed very soon, but that without 
doubt it will be a Republican, and con- 
sequently there could be little effected 
by the sending of a Home Rule com- 
missioner.

AN FRANfclSCO, Feb. 1.—Among 
Islanders and men of affairs here, 
who have interests in Hawaii, the 


question of Sam Parker's remarks con- 
cerning tois expectations In the wmy of 
the governorship, is still discussed 
above all other topics. Telegrams tell 
of his denials that he said what has 
been attributed to him, and among- the 
prominent folk here there is little cre- 
dence given to the story of the prom- 
ises of the President. 


Colonel Parker and his bride and 


Prince and Princess Kawananakoa are 
expected to arrive here the first of the 
week, from their Eastern trip. They 
have taken the deck staterooms on the 
Sierra, which will leave on Thursday 
next, February 6lh, and everything is 
ready for their departure for their isl- 
and home. They will stop at the Occi- 
dental during the few days or their 
stay here, and it is expected they will 
have the company of several of the 
kamaainas now here on their return 
ionrney. 


It develops here that there will be a 


strong pressure brought to bear to pre- 
vent any change in the administration 
of affairs In the islands, by California 
capitalists. There are many men here 
who have large interests down there, 
and they have been quite anxious, 
since they learned th« extent to which 
the native population would go to em- 
larrass the administration. The result 
a that the men here, believing that 
the Governor has shown his strength 
n the past, will make strong repre- 
sentations in 'his behalf, should it later 
develop that the conspiracy against 
him has any great strength in Wash- 
ngton. 
/ 


There is a stronger feeling in some 


quarters here as to the future of Ha- 
waiian securities, and the values of In- 
vestments In Honolulu. Ther« i« now 
goShg-lhto mortgages there a good deal 
of money from the savings banks. Sev- 
eral small advances are reported, and It 
Is understood that a large loan will be 
made soon to the Kapiolani estate, if 
all the preliminaries are in orde*. The 
amount Is placed in the region of a 
quarter of a million dollars, and it is 
understood that the sum is to b« used 
by the estate in consolidating its bills 
payable, refunding them at a lower 
rate of interest. The saving in interest 
alone is said to bo nearly $5000, in favor 
of the estate.

AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30.—Senator 
Perkins said today that he had 
been assured that nothing would 


be done In the matter of- turning the 
transport service over to private con- 
tractors for at least a year. 


"Secretary Root has changed his at- 


titude somewhat on Ibis matter," said 
Senator Perkins. 'Se was very anx- 
ious to have authority from Congress 
to sell the government vessels and 
make contracts for the transportation 
of troops and supplies, but in view of 
the showing made iby Quartermaster- 
General Ludlngton and the officers of 
the Quartermaster - General's depart- 
ment, Secretary Root la now loath to 
act. I am satisfied that nothing will 
be done for a year, If at all." 


Representative Kahn said tonight 


that he had talked with Representa- 
tive Hull, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, and that 
Hun said he was much 
opposed 
to 


turning the transports over to private 
contract. "So far as the House is con- 
cerned," eald Representative Kahn, "I 
think It is safe 19 say that nothing will 
be done this session looking 
toward 


disposing of the government transport 
service or letting private contracts for 
the transportation of troops/ and sup- 
plies. The system appears to be satis- 
factory to the House, and will remain 
ks it is." 


WANT TO SELL US OIL. 


To get a slice of the oil trade in the 


Hawaiian Islands is the ambition of a 
few local producers, says the Los An- 
geles Herald, who are now considering 
the proposition of opening negotiations 
with some of the sugar refiners and 
planters in the hope that contracts will 
be closed for Los Angeles petroleum. 


It Is a,well known fact that.fuel con- 


sumers of the Islands are looking to 
California for oil, which they will sub- 
stitute for coal because it means 
a 


large financial saving. Already con- 
tracts have been 
closed by certain 


Kern river producers, and the coming 
.year 1,000,000 barrels of Kern river oil 
will be shipped to the islands. Experts 
who are familiar with the fuel situa- 
tion in Hawaii state that approximate- 
ly 200,000 tons of coal are consumed 
yearly there, and that the bulk of it is 
used in pumping water for irrigating 
cane. The cost delivered at the pumps 
is close to $10 a ton, or an annual ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000; this is equal to 
6 per cent on over $33,000,000. How to 
reduce this enormous expense is of vi- 
tal interest to the sugar Industry 
there. 


It is believed that local oil could b% 


delivered at the cane plants at a con- 
siderable 
saving 
over coal- 
Tank 


steamers could be loadea at San Pedro 
at a cost of considerably less than it 
costs to ship the oil from .the Kern 
river fields to tidewater.

Tiie United States local Inspectors of 


sleam vessels at this port are very 
much Interested in the fate of a bill 
recently Introduced in ConprroFS by Mr. 
Morris to amend the Revised Statutes 
of the United States so that the local 
boards of Inspectors shall b-s aided by 
ft Jury In their Investigations In cases 
of (ncompetency and misconduct com- 
mitted by a licensed officer while act- 
trie under the authority of his license.

HERB has been too much politics In the air to permit of a great ' deal of 


business during the week, on the stock exchange. 
In .fact, only 225 
shares were reported as sold, and these transactions cover only two 
corporations. ' There has been a lull after the recent small sized flurry, which 
advanced several stocks, and the present outlook la that there will be little 
doing for a few days, as the buyen of shares are. occupied with other mat- 
ters. Taking the situation generally, the loosening in prices seems to be 
due to a feeling that in spite of the higher price of sugar, there -will be great- 
er time spent In thinking of political matters than In contemplating the values 
of stocks. Several financial leaders say there will be slightly -lower prices 
along the non-dividend , earning list and that the complete; recovery 
of the market may not be/' looked for until there have been actual returns from 
the crop now going forward, 
i 
. 


In many quarters there is a growing belief that wtien tire returns from the 


crop now being taken off come In, there will be an increase In the volume of 
the circulating medium here, and that this will have a decided effect' upon the 
situation. 
For instance, it is thought .there wlll.be, through the funding of 


indebtedness of various 
plantations, dividends paid on certain shares which 


heretofore have been regarded as needing more time to fully develop. It is 
understood that some of tbe Mainland creditors of plantations have signi- 
fied a belief that tAis course would lead to a more certain and speedy recov- 
ery here. Whether or not this would ba proper and permitted are questions. 


Waialua took tbe greater portion of the attention of the brokers during 
the welk. There were several sales at 55, aggregating a total' of 185 shares. 
These changed hands at various times, and left something to be desired even 
at that.

There w'lll be large amounts 
yet to pay on these holdings, which are almost all in the outlying districts, 
There have, been a half dozen of the sales reported from the Nuuanu subdi- 
vision of Schnack, and several others from Achl's Kallhi tracts. There is a 
little inquiry from the other suburban points, but the sales are not to be 
recorded as yet.

In the list of mortgages of tbe week are several whty;h show that there is 


coming into the market money from San Francisco, which is being let out 
at 6^2 per cent, a reduction of V& per cent from the rate ruling here. Most 
of this money Is coming from the German Savings Bank, and It is under- 
stood that there is more coming on the same terms.

The fact that the admission of sugar 
from Hawaii free of duty did not re- 
duce the price of sugar to the consum- 
er proves very little. During the twen- 
ty-three years of the reciprocity treaty 
with Hawaii the Hawaiian production 
of sugar was very small compared with 
the Cuban production.

The Supreme Court, Justice Galbralth 


again dissenting, filed a second opinion 
yesterday, which finally settles several 
much mooted Insurance questions rls- 
"ing out of the plague fire. The decis- 
ion of the circuit court In the case of 
Geo. 
E. Boardman vs. Fireman's Fund 


Insurance Co. Is reversed and a Judg- 
ment ordered for the defendant. 
The 


majority opinion was written by Jus- 
tice Perry, C. A- Brown sitting In place 
of Chief Justice Frear, 
disqualified, 


concurring. 


The question settled by yesterday's 


decision disposes of a large number of 
similar cases pending In the 
circuit 


court, namely, the rights of policy 
holders who failed to make returns of 
proof of loss within sixty days after 
the fire. Justice Perry, In his opinion, 
holds that the failure to make the re- 
turn within sixty days as required by 
the conditions of the policy bars re- 
covery, even though the plaintiff was 
unable to do BO because of the restric- 
tions placed about him by the Board 
of Health. Justice Galbralth, dissent- 
Ing, 
is of the opinion that the failure 


to furnish proofs within sixty days did 
not bar plaintiff from 
recovery, but 


that he had complied as far as It'was 
possible for him to do. He holds that 
a literal comnJIunce is unnecessary and 
that "plalntlK had made full compli- 
ance" in so "far as proofs of loss are 
concerned and was entitled to maintain 
his action. 


"Whatever the practice in this Jur- 


isdiction may be as to the authority of 
the court to direct a verdict non ob- 
stante, I insist that this Is not a prop- 
er? case for the exercise of such auto- 
cratic power. It Is not clear that auch 
action does not deprive the plaintiff of 
an absolute right. He Is at least en- 
titled to the privilege of a new trial." 


The suit In question was upon a pol- 


icy for J7000 Issued by the defendant 
upon the dwelling house of plaintiff on 
Kinau street. The property was de- 
stroyed by fire January 21st, by the or- 
der of the Board of Health, after hav- 
ing been condemned as infected prem- 
ises. The Jury In the lower court ren- 
dered a verdict for plaintiff for the 
full amount of the policy. The plaintiff 
failed to file his- claim for loss within 
sixty days as specified by the terms of 
the policy, but set forth 
illness and 


death in the family as an excuse. Tbe 
Supreme Court holds that the lower 
court should have directed a verdict 
for defendant as to the questions of 
filing proofs of loss and of waiver. The 
case is remanded to the lower court 
with Instructions to enter Judgment for 
defendant. 


The following Is the syllabus in the 


case: 


A fire Insurance policy, Issued "in con- 


sideration of tfte stipulations" therein 
named and of the payment of the prem- 
ium, provided, among other things, that 
"if 'fire occur, the Insured will give Im- 
mediate notice of any loss thereby In 
writing to the company • * * and, 
•within sixty days after the fire, unless 
such time Is extended In writing by this 
company, render a statement to 
tbjs 


company, signed and sworn to." etc. 
(such statement being what Is commonly 


i known as "proofs of loss"), and further 
i provided that "no suit or action on this 
policy, for the recovery of any claim, 
shall be sustainable In any court of law 
or equity until after full compliance by 
the Insured with all the foregoing re- 
quirements, nor unless commenced with- 
in twelve months next after the fire." 


Held, that the rendering of the state- 


ment in question wfthin sixty days after 
the fire, is a condition precedent to the 
right of action and that in the absence 
of a waiver, a failure to render such 
statement within the time specified bars 
a recovery under the policy. 


B., a clerk In the employ of the local 


agent of the Insurance company, made 
to the plaintiff, when the latter gave no- 
Itice of claim for the amount of the in- 


surance, oral statement* to th* effect 
that the company would not pay th» 
amount of tbe loss. The policy provided 
that no agent of the company, except an 
officer thereof, should have power to 
waive or be held to have waived any of 
its provisions, unless such waiver be In 
writing .upon or attached to the policy 
and that no act or statement of any offi- 
cer or agent should operate aa an estop- 
oel on the company unless In writing, 
endorsed upon the policy. 


Held, that the oral statements of B. did 


not constitute or operate as a waiver of 
the requirement as to tbe filing of proofs 
of Io»s.

Dr. Huddy was quite troubled as 
to the manner in which the owl di- 
gested the bones and was rewarded a 
short time ago when the owl retired to 
a corner and began retching. Soon a- 
quantlty of bones issued from his 
throat, and the youngster then resum- 
ed his eating of further food. 


The owl is of the "horned" species. 


When approached by some one he does 


were at one time plentiful. The native 
for^the owl is pueo. When fully grown 
it is the size of a large hen or the alala, 
or crow. Its feathers are mottled, its 
eyes exceedingly large and the claws 
are sharp like those of a cat. In ap- 
pearance the owl's head is very much 
like that of a cat. It catches mice, 
small birds and young chickens, 
on 


which it lives. The feathers were for- 
merly made into very handsome kahi- 
lis. 


In ancient times the owl was thought 


to be a god and was worshipped by 
multitudes. Some families looked upon 
the appearance of an owl near their 
habitations as a warning of approach- 
ing death; others as the coming of good 
luclr. On the hills back of Kalapu, in 
Maj^qa Valley, beyond the 
bluff 
on 


which the Castle residence Is located, 
owls once in-habited the caves In great 
numbers. 


One of the legends of Manoa Valley 


gives the owl great prominence as god. 
The legend of Kahalaopuna shows that 
the owl was looked upon as such, a cer- 
tain owl being known as the guardian 
of the beautiful maiden.

' HE bill introduced in the House of 


Hepresentatives by Delegate Wll/j 
cox "to establish and maintain a 


system of free schoo's in the Territory 
of Hawaii "Is a lengthy and interest- 
ing document. Like tbe county bill it Is 
patterned after the statutes of one of 
the Eastern States and provides for the 
conduct of schools in the cities and 
counties specified in WMeox's municipal 
bill. 


At the head of the department is to 


be a Territorial superintendent whose 
election is provided for as follows: 


"BJection; term oi «IBce (1) That at 


the election to be held «n Tuesday af- 
ter the first Monday of November, and 
quadrennially thereafter, there shall be 
elected, by the legal v»ters of thds Ter- 
ritory, a Territorial superintendent of 
public instruction, who shall hold his 
office for four years from the second 
Monday in January next after his elec- 
tion, and until his successor is duly 
elected and qualified." 
The Superintendent's duties are ex- 


haustively outlined; he is to exercise 
a genera] supervision «f all the schools, 
advise with county superintendents, 
keep a record of all documents and 
monies that pass thr*ugh his hands, 
make a biennial repon to the Legisla- 
ture, be the legal adviser and deter- 
mine %11 appeals from county officers, 
to grant certificates, and to act as sec- 
retary of the Board «f Education. He 
is also to visit charitable Institutions 
having educational features. He is em- 
powered to require rep«rts from .town- 
ship trustees and to forfeit 
school 


funds upon failure to do so, and also of 
incorporated cities and counties. He 
also has power to authorize county su- 
perintendents to seewre assistance In 
holding institutes 
He «an also require 


reports from all colleges and schools. 
public or otherwise. 


The bill also says: "The said Terrl- 


torial superintendent •! public Instruc- 
tion shall not be interested in the sale, 
proceeds or profijts of a»y book, appar- 
atus or furniture wse* «r to be used In 
any school in this Territory; and for 
•ff««dlng agajnst the provisions of this 
section he shall be liable to indictment 
and mpon conviction shall be fined in a 
sum not less tnan twenty-five nor more 
tha» five hundred dollars, and may be 
imprisoned in the con»ty Jail not leas 
than one month nor more than twelve 
months, at the discretrtm of the court."
